W'hen tin; Scnule ('omiiiillee appoint- 
ed to i!n(|iiii'e into the eoniinerci.il lela- 
tioiiH c.vistitii,' hi'tu ei 11 ( '.iiiaila ami tlie 
United Slates saL in K^j.-ti i;i its nii-iii'uers 
must lia\'e been surprised to hear unite a 
large amount of very strung testimony 
in favor of closer coinmeruial intercourse 
with llie Dominion of Caiiiola. Some of 
tlie business iiieii who i-aiiie Ijefore lhi.'in 
were in favor of unrestricted eoninar- 
cial intercourse with the Uoniinion ami 
others advocated a free ititerehiinge of 
natural products such as obtained dur- 
ing the twelve years iinuiediatcly stie- 
ft'cdiii;^ IS.Vl t)ne of the oxtreine flee 
traders was llie Hon. .lonatlian A.

It bos been supposed tljat trlujeni, and tbo 
neighboring ; Hassaohus'etts ' suttloments 
thereabout ^mbnopolizedtaretty uuiuli all the 
witchcraft of,' those .dftrlc. years UIO'JMIS, 
eta), in which this sbMsking' va»nia of Old 
World. svtperstlttbn' burst oufbn^'Era huIu of 
the Allantio. It has oven beeu dmiied that 
tbo delusion ever gained a'foolhutd in Van- 
necticut; and the reports of excoutiuns in 
Connecticut have not only been donicil, bui 
hiu-o I'ciiiiuiied to all but dose students u 
vcM-y iioiibtful matterat most: - But wo sus 
poet, sii.vs tlio Hartfottii- Times, that this is 
an erroneous viewof-''{be-&ubj6'ot,''aud thai 
Connecticut was realty not so very iiuich 
freer from the horrible siiperstition thun 
her Mster colony of MassaohusotlB bay. A 
(;c)od uianyold women were popularly lic- 
ensed of a orlralnal "fumiliarity with 
Satun," and some of them certainly were 
tried for that sin— and, if the truth must be 
told, there was more than one execution for 
witchcraft in Connecticut. But the Con- 
necticut delusion, tliottgh it Boeinstu luivo 
"beeu earlier than the similar misfortuito in 
Massachusetts, never did rencb such sliDck- 
Ing proportions, nor go to suclj extremes aa 
that. Therowore two executions hero in 
Hartford in .or about um of two women, 
Qroensmith add Burncs, convicted of 
witchcraft. The forinor, we think, made 
an extraordinary confession after she 
hod been convicted of tbe truth of lioi 
"familiarity with the devil," as thocws- 
toumvy oliurge m such cases was wordi'd. 
Her con fessiou— which is not At for print— 
showed at least a robust and most feriili' 
and peculiar imagluation. It is one of tb( 
Btrauito features of that witchcratt mania, 
hero and in Massachusetts, that so many ol 
the persons who were convicted were ready 
toconfcss tlio truth of the charge made 
against them. It must have been an illus- 
tration of unconscious psj'chologizing, by 
a great wave or surrounding atmosphoi-o ol 
fuuatiuul superatitious delusion wliich 
reigned for awhile in those places, and 
which made the accused wretches rcah.\ 
feci that they had done the evil chai Kiii 
U|}on them, and which their excited inia;; 
inattons added to and broadened out int< 
the wildest (/rotes^tMrM of monstrous fan 
tusies and absurdities. The scene of tin 
Hartford hangings was on ttie vommandiii). 
summit near the head of Vernon street, no' 
far from Trinity College (on that remark 
able ridge or dike of trap-rook, tuituralli 
placed for a geographical marvel), on top ol 
an iniiaitely newer f rou-stone formation— » 
dilie which here sweeps down through a 
considerable portion of Connecticut. The 
locution was for more than a century there 
after known as "Gallows Hill." Wo do no; 
know that any other witches were hangec 
tliere; the delusion seems to have bcei 
worse, and to have been followed by moi 
executions, in Fairfield County— where ii 
was raging later, simultaneously with the 
mania at Salem— in lO'J'J. 

In the Times of August 8, 1S-2Q, are sev- 
eral columns of an account of Connecticut 
witchcraft, written by William L. Stone m 
the New York Commercial Advertiser, of 
which bo was thou the editor, and from 
Which paper the Times quoted it. It seems 
to be only a part of Stone's lonij account, 
and it was obtained when ho was editor of 
the Conneotlcut Mirror, here in Hartford, 
from a time-stainod bundlo of old manu- 
scripts upon which ho chanced to come in 
looking over a large lot of ancient papers 
that had been brought to li^jht from ili;- I'ld 
garretof tbe Wyllis nian.sion.

The indictments of one 
Mercy UisborougU from the Times of 1S20, 
Colonel Stone judged, was of the cusWm- 
urysort m witchcraft ca.ses; testimony to 
tbe mysterious and supernutural character 
of the persecutions and confusions wrought 
upon sundry very innocent persons livinffin 
that neighborhood. Mercy Disborough was 
oneof anumber of witches thereabout— two 
of whom at least were indicted at the same 
time — in tho only court of oyer and lernil- 
ner ever organized lu CoiWH ciicul, to wil :

Tho 
world was subject mil to one Ood, but two— 
and "the Devil ' had a pinv<'r only second to 
that of (iod, and tins jjower, whicli had on- 
abli'd him to seduce lOvc, ijualified liiin to 
lead nsli'ay her ilescemlaiils. There was oim 
wizard to every hundred witches; so the 
men oltener cscapi'd accusation. Bni v.bat 
a fright I'nl l!i;;cil. was -when any malicious 
or liall'-ps\ elueo'iizcd woiniiii <,'oulil accuse 
any oUiorot In-r si x, and liiive her tried 
(and very lik.'ly convicted) of siu'li iiiun- 
slrons things! It seems astonishing that 
conviciiuns of wiiclicraft were reached in 
linglund us late us IT.'MI— and executions iu 
Germany almost as late as the beginning of 
this century.

It was announced yes- 
terday that a non-union foreman wiw to 
he appointed, and this the men resolved 
not to aiilimit t<i. 

In going out they, of course, notitied 
all tlieir sister unions, and tho com- 
pany, if they refuse to meet tho de- 
mands of the men, will be forced to do- 
])end in future on non-union labor. To- 
day the strikers will meet Mr. liiiUeii, 
secretary and nianaijer of the wm ks ; 
talk over matters with him, ami if pos 
tiblc arrive at a mutually agreeable un 
derstanding.
